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NATURE CONSERVANCY 
TO ACQUIRE STEP FALLS 
_ One of the most scenic at- 
tractions of the Bethel Area 
is being acquired by Nature 
Conservancy. This I the falls 
on Wight Brook on the Fred W, 
Wight property in Newry. 
Wight Brook enters -the Bear 
River about one mile below 
Screw Auger Falls, the brook 
draining the south slope of 
Saddleback or Baldpate Moun- 
tain. Between Mount Hittie and 
Dresser Mountain it drops 800 
feet in about 1000 feet in a 
series of falls and pools, the 
granite * ledges having been 
worn into smooth rounded cas- 
¢adex from fifty to one hun- 
dred feet wide, 

Arotnd the turn of the cen- 
tury’ Charles Kellogg built a 
sporting camp at the foot of 
the falls, which waa most suc- 
cessful for gaveral years, When 
the main building burned in 
1905 the property was reac 
quired by the Wight family and 
the several camps sold with 
long term ground leases, As 
the access to the falls hag been 
by the road to the ecatnps, the 
falls were not publicized in or- 
der to preserve the privacy of 
the camps, 

This year the Maine Chap- 
ter of Nature Conservaney. be- 
came interested in acquiring 
the falla in order to make them 
available to the public and ar- 
rangements were worked out 
with Fred W. Wight to obtain 
the property along the brook 
with an access trail to follow 
the brook from Route 26, thus 
avoiding the camps which are 
itll to the east of the brook. 

The Maine Chapter of Con- 
servancy was organized five 
years ago and Wight Brook is 
the first natural aren to be ac- 
quired {n the State. The Na- 
tional. organization has approv- 
ed the acquisition. Funds to 
meet the cost of the property 
are being raised by the mem- 
bers of the Maine Chapter anJ 
by contributions of those inter. 
ested and famillay with the 
danger of such natural beauty 
spots being spoiled by commer- 
cial interesta or access denied 
by private acquisition,
